Humorous Incidents of the Colonel’s Visit Among the 
Toilers—They All Called Him‘‘‘Teddy”’ and Told 
Him He Was Looking Fine. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., August %.—Theo- 
dore Roosevelt traveled for 150 miles 
today among the mountain mining 
towns in the Wyoming valley. He 
mingled with people of all stations in 
life, from the breaker boys to society 
women who are spending the summer 
at Glen Summit Springs, an aristocratic 
resort above Wilkesbarre. 

Late tonight he started back to Oys- 
ter Bay. 

The colonel had the same smile for 
them all, but he made no secret of the 
fact that his chief delight was in meet- 
ing the wage-earners who spend their 
working hours far under the ground. 
The miners treated him as though he 
had worked side by side withythem for 
years. 2% 
“Hello, Teddy, You’re Looking Fine.” 

An incident which was typical of the 
day’s happenings occurred at Wyoming, 
a mining hamlet a few miles above 
Wilkesbarre. An old Irish woman 
stepped up to him, and thrusting out 
her hand, exclaimed: 

“Hello, Teddy. You're looking fine.” 

The former president grinned with 
delight and said he was glad to, see 
her. 

“You are looking fine, too,” he said. 

“Yes, indeed,” said she. “I’m strong 
as you are, and you're a fine lump.” 
The colonel drove away, stfll smiling. °*

In the outskirts of Wyoming an ex- 
tremely amusing incident occurred at 
a tavern. A man who apparently had 
been spending a large part of the day 
in the barroom was sleeping on the 
porch. 

Thought Roosevelt Would Buy Drinks. 

As the Roosevelt party rode by the 
bartender rushed out, azed at the 
travelers and then shook’ the sleeper. 

“Hey, wake up,” he shouted. “Roose- 
velt’s going by.” . 

The reveller rubbed his eyes sleepily 
and then sprang to his feet. 

“Roosevelt going to buy,” he called 
out gladly, and he ran into the bar- 
room. His enthusiasm was disappoint- 
ed when the colonel did not stop. 

Returning to Wilkesbarre, Colonel 
Roosevelt had luncheon with the Rev. 
Father Curran and forty other priests 
and resumed his investigation at 3 
O'clock. 

At Avondale Colonel Roosevelt spent 
the happiest moments of the day. The 
population consists chiefly of children, 
and they gathered about him in clus- 
ters.

Kinet Was Caught in Squall 
While 650 Feet in the Aljr. 
Wife and Brother Saw the 
Tragedy---Three Weeks Ago 
Kinet’s Cousin Was Killed. 


August 3.—Falling from 
Nicholas Kinet, 
was instantly killed 
this afternoon. Only three weeks ‘ago 
his? cousin, Daniel, one’ of the best 
known foreign aeronauts, was killed 
in a similar manner at Ghent. 

Nicholas Kinet was flying at a 
height of about 650 feet when he was 
caught in a squall. <A rear wire of 
his biplane snapped and becoming en- 
tangled in the motor, stopped the en- 
gine with a. suddenness that turned 
the aeroplane on its side. The machine 
crashed to the ground and Kinet was 
erushed under it. 

His wife and a brother was among 
the witnsesses of the accident and 
rushed upon the field. The wife fell 
unconscious beside the body, while the 
brother, in a fit of grief. threw him- 
self head foremost on the wrecked 
machine. :

Muskogee, Okla., August 3.—Investi- 
gation of charges made in the United 
States senate by Senator T. P. Gore 
that he and a member of the house of 
representatives each had been offered 
a bribe of $25,000 to foster a scheme 
whereby the Indians of Oklahoma were 
to be deprived of $3,000,000 profits due 
them through the sale of asphalt lands 
fn this state is to be begun here to- 
morrow. 

On the eve of the investigation Sena- 
tor Gore said: 


“TI will tell the full details of the 
scheme hatched at Washington to mulct 
these Indians out of $3,000,000 through 
the sale of their lands. I will give 
names, dates and other circumstances 
relative to the bribe of $25,000 offered 
to me and to a member of the house 
of representatives te remove our op- 
position to the scheme which would 
throw that vast sum of money into the 
hands of private attorneys.”’

AFTER BEING INDICTED «¢ 
HE GETS LICENSE TO WED 


New York, August 3.—Christo- 
pher Columbus Wilson, president 
of the United Wireless Company, 
who was indicted this afternoon 
on two counts of conspiracy to 
defraud, appeared at city hall to- 
night, long after hours, and took 
out a marriage license. He gave 
his age as 46 and the bride hers 
as 19. She says she is Stella 
Lewis, a stenographer. 

The couple were married to- 
night. The girl was Wilson's 
stenographer. 
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New York, August 3.—Seven officers 
of the United Wireless Telegraph 
Company, most of whom had prévious- 
ly been arrested, were indicted by a 
federal grand jury today on two counts 
—one charging conspiracy to defraud 
by use of the United States mails; the 
other charging conspiracy in devising 
a scheme to induce investors to buy 
worthless stock. 

The seven indicted are: President 
Christopher Columbus Wilson, Vice 
President Samuel 8. Bogart, Secretary 
W. W. Tompkins, Fiscal Agent George 
H. Parker, General Manager C. C. Gal- 
braith, Treasurer W. A. Dibell and 
Francis X. Butler, counsel and director 
of the company. Ai except Parker 
were arraigned before Judge Hough in 
the United States district court and 
pleaded not guilty. Parker is under- 
stood to be on the way here from Se- 
attle to surrender himself. 

President Wilso was held in $25,000 
bail; Tompkins and Bogart in $10,000 
each, and the others in $5,000 each. 
On the first charge all were paroled 
for one week, and on the second charge 
they were give ntwo days in whi 
to find bail. They have permission to 
withdraw their plea of not guilty on 
or Lefore September 20. 

The company has outstanding 
$20,000,000 worth of common and pre- 
ferred stock. The indictment gives a 
long list of statements about this stock 
sent out by the management which the 
indictment charges were wholly false 
and concludes: 

It was partof thestatement of said 
defendants to sell their personal, pre- 
tending the same to be treasury stock, 
and the reason the stock sold was 
made nontransferable for two years 
was to keep thestock off’the market.

IN STATE. BOARD 


School Commissioner Is 
Made Secretary. 


~ 

An important change in the educa- 
tional. system of the state was ef- 
fected yesterday afternoon when the 
house passed the bill reorganizing the 
state board of education. 

As at present constituted, the board 
is composed of the governor, the at- 
torney general, the state school com- 
missioner, the secretary of stare and 
the comptroller general. 

Under the provisions of the bill, ar 
passed Wednesday afternoon, the sec- 
getary of state and the comptroller 
general are stricken from the board 
and six citizens of the state are added 
to its membership. The bill provides 
that the six additional members shall 
be prominent educators of the state 
and shall be selected by the governor, 
the attorney general and th&6 state 
school commissioner, who shall in fu- 
ture be known as the state superin- 
tendent of public instruction. 

How Beard Will Be Named. 

It is provided that two of the six 
members be elected for two years, two 
for four years and two for six years 
and that elections after the first two 
years shall be for six years each. 

The bill greatly enlarges the power | 
of the board, among them being the 
following: To prescribe and enforce 
rules governing the certification of 
teachers’ institutes, the adoption of the 
state course of study and text-books to 
be used in the public common schools 
of the state; to recommend to the gov- 
ernor the tax rate for common schools, 
provided such rate shall never be less 
than 1.8 mills per dollar on all tax- 
able property of the state; to grant 
certificates entitling holders to teach 
in the schools of the state; to adopt 
text-books without the aid of a sub- 
commisstfon. 

The bill also provides that the state 
‘school commissioner shall be known as 
the state superintendent of public in- 
struction; that he shall be chargei 
with the general superintendence of the 
instruction given in the common schools 
of the state, the course of study there- 
for, the examination of teachers, the 
direction of teachers’ institutues of the 
respective counties, the supervision of 
the work of the county superinten- 
dents; that he shall be ex-officia, the 
secretary and executive agent of the 
board of education and that he ghalil 
receive therefor a-salary of not more 
than $1,600 per year, which is in ad- 
dition to the salary of $2,000 which he 
now receives, and that he shall algo be 
a member of the boards of trustees of 
the various educational 
which receive support from the state. 
t Kugpvn as Superi 
The measure further provides that 
| the county gchool commissioner sha)! 
in future be known as the county 
superintendent of education. 

The bill, as passed by the house, 
was a substitute for four bilis to the 
same intent. which were introduced in 
the house by Mr. McMichael, of Marion, 
and Mr. Persons, of Monroe. The sub- 
stitute was prepared from those biils 
by the committee on education. 

The first bill along the line of the 
bill passed by the house Wednesday 
was introduced by Mr. McMiehael in 1908. 
There was great opposition to the 
measure at the time and he introduc- 
ed it again in 1909. 

Mr..McMichael and Mr. Persons got 
together on their various bills and the 
bill passed by the house Wednesday 
was the result. There were no 
speeches made against it and it passed 
by the vote of 96 to 13. 

Judicial Cireult of Teembs.

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The state senate declined on yester- 
day to permit county taxation for high 
schools, and also refused to sanction 
any change in the time for holding the 
annual legislative sessions. 

In its four hours of hard work, the 
senate disposed of several measures 
of general importance and a large 
number of local bills. 

The most extended debate of the day 
came over the proposal to reconsider 
the vote by which the appropriation of 
$35,000 for a new building on the 
campus of the Georgia Normal! and In- 
dustrial Institute at Milledgeville, was 
passed. The effort failed. Senator 
Burwell led the fight for the appro- 
priation. : 

At the request of Senator Slaton his 
bill providing for the inspection and 
grading of\hay and grain under the 
supervision of the department of agri- 
culture was taken up and passed. 

Senator Burwell secured unanimous 
consent to have placed on its passage 
the bill to provide for establishing lost 
certificates of stock. The bill was in- 
troduced in the house by Mr. Vinson, 
of Baldwin. It was reported by sub- 
stitute from the senate appropria- 
tions. committee and passed. 

Senator Slater secured unanimous 
consent to introduce a bill to amend 
the state constitution so as to increase 
the governor’s borrowing power to 
meet casual deficiencies from $200,000 
to $500,000. : 

Senator Harrell brought up his bill 
to prohibit any person shooting at, to- 
ward or into an occupied dwelling 
house. Senator Burwell said he was 
for the bill, but thought the word 
“wilfully” should be inserted. Mr. 
Harrell objected, saying the burden of 
proof should be put upon the accused 
to show that the shooting was cl- 
dental. The bill was read the: third 
time and passed. 

; Meeting of Legislature. . 

Senator McCurry called up the bill 
to change the time for holding the 
legislative sessions so as to make the 
date of convening the second Wednes- 
day in October instead of the fourth 
Wednesday in June. On the motion to 
disagree with the adverse report of 
the committee the ayes were 5 and the 
nays 32. The motion was lost. 

Senator Mathews then called up his 
constitutional amendment to change 
paragraph 2, section 6, article 7 of the 
constitution so as to strike the words 
“In the elementary branches of an 
English education.”’ 

The object of the bill is to permit 
the legislature to delegate to any 
county in the state the right to tax 
jizelf for the purpose of establishing 
secondary or high schools. 

At present the counties are only per- 
mitted to levy local taxes for common 
schools. 

Senator Harrell opposed the bill, 
#4aying he was opposed to all local 
taxation for school purposes. He 
thought it would be a burden on the 
poor counties. 

Sendtor Mathews in supporting the 
measure said the rivilege of local 
taxation for county “schools had not 
adversely affected state taxation for 
schools and that the state appropria- 
tion had steadily increased to a point 
where it was difficult to raise the 
money to meet them. In view of these 
heavy appropriations, he thought the 
school system should be carried beyond 
the three R's. 

The bill failed to receive the requi- 
Site constitutional majority, the vote 
being 17 to 10. 

Motion te Reconsider Lost. 

Senator Longley asked reconsidera- 
tion of the-bill passed by the senate 
on Tuesday. appropriating $5,000 for 
a new building for the Georgia Normal 
and Industrial college at Milledge- 
ville. 

He spoke of the state of the treas- 
ury and the prediction that only $20,- 
000 would be available on September 1. 

Senator Burwell defended the ap- 
propriation. He pleaded earnestly 
with senators not to change their 
stand on the bill. 

Senator Calhoun spoke in favor of 
the motion to reconsider. He said 
instead. of spending so much at one 
schvol, there should be several. There 
was only one school in the state for 
girls, but many for boys, he said. 

The ayes and nays were called by 
Senator Calhoun on the -motion of 
Senator Longley. The ayes were 5. 
and the nays 29. 

The motion to reconsider was lost. 

On motion of Mr. Calhoun the sen- 
ate went into executive session and 
confirmed the nomination of Hamil- 
ton Burch to be solicitor of the city 
court of McRae.

The “Texas” won a place in the 
Hall of Fame by reason of the fact 
that its driving wheels were able to 
turn just a little faster than the 
wheels of the engine, “General,” 
which was captured on the Western 
and Atlantic railroad by Andrews’ 
raiders during the civil war. Manned 
by Confederate soldiers, the Texas 
outran thé General, overhauling it at 
Resaca, after an exciting chase. 

The “General” is now on permanent 
exhibition in the depot at Chatta- 
nooga, and the authors of the resolu- 
tion desire that its companion in his- 
si fame be similarly honored in At- 
anta.

As finally passed, 
it provides that no b6y under 16 years 
of age shall be employed as a mes- 
senger between the hours of 9 o’clock 
in the evening and 6 o'clock in the 


morning. 

‘An amendment providing that the 

law should not apply to towns of less 

than 5,000 population was voted down. 
Joe Hill Hall Oppwses. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, and others op- 
posing the bill, declared that, as it 
was submitted for passage, the meas- 
ure prohibited a father from sending 


his son as a messenger. 

Mr. Alexander of DeKalb, Mr. An- 
derson of Chatham and others, who 
favored the bill, declared that such a 
position amounted 6 hair-splitting, 
and that everyone knew it was intend- 
ed to apply only to boys employed in 
the messenger service. 

On motion of Mr. Hall, of Bibb, the 
house voted almost unanimously to 
dispense with afternoon sessions, and 
to hold morning sessions from 9 to 2 
o'clock, instead of from 9:30 to 1 
o’clock. ; 

Mr. Hall stated in explanation that 
it appears to be impossible to secure 
the presence of a full house at the 
afternoon sessions. 

Mr. Anderson, who had previously | 
succeeded in having the afternoon 
sessions extended for thirty minutes, 
opposed the motion to dispense with 
afternoon sessions. 

Bill ef Mr. Lewis Defeated. 

By the vote of 33 ayes to 67 noes the 
house defeated the bill by Mr. Lewis, 
of Hancock, to prohibit the publication 
of any/opprobrious words or abusilve 
language of another tending to cause 
a breach of the peace. 

Mr. Barrett, of Stephens, said he 
thought that if a man is a liar or a 
thief, he might as well.be called a 
liar and a thief in the public prints, | 
and he opposed the Dill. 

Mr. Pickett, of Terrell, opposed the 
bill on the ground that he is opposed 
to muzzling the press to such an extent 
as the bill provided. 

The bill by Mr. Chandler, of Frank- 
lin, was passed, raising the penalty 
for embezzlement from 2 to 7 years 
to 2 to 20 years. 

After lengthy argument, the house 
defeated the bill. by Senator Price au- 
thorizing the legislature to abolish the 
office of county treasurer whenever 
it sees fit to do so. The bill received 
112 votes to 41 against it; but, since 
it was a constitutional amendment, 
123 votes were necessary to pass it. 

No Responsible Party. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, opposed the Dill 
on the ground that if the treasurer 
should be removed there would be no 
responsible party to whom the funds 
of the county could be: entrusted, and 
that if they were entrusted to a bank 
there would be no method of keeping 
a check on the accounts.

After the bill was defeated, oe 
White gave notice that at the proper 
time he will move that the house re-' 
consider its action in defeating it. 

In view of the fact that sufficient 
time is not now allowed for constitu- 
tional amendments to pass the senate 
and be adveftised in time for the con- 
sideration of the people at the general 
election, Mr. Anderson, of Chatham, se-

NEW CROP MONTHS © 
ADVANCE 25 POINTS 


High Temperatures in Texas 
and Oklahoma Make Cot- r’ 


ton Prices Higher. 


New York, August 3.—The eyes of 
the entire cotton trade were turned to- 
wards Texas and Oklahoma today and 
much of the advance of full 25 points 
on new crops was due to the continued 
dry, hot weather in those states. The 
market closed steady at 19 to 26 points 
net advance. 

The opening was firm at an advance 
of 10 to 11 points on near positions’ 
and 11 to 12 points on new crops, due 
primarily to the unexpected strength at 
Liverpool, where the adverse Texas sit- 
uation appeared to have had even more 
influence than it did here. From this 
beginning there was an almost un- 
broken advance throughout the entire 
session with a broadening speculative 
demand, including some heavy pur- 
chases for Wall street people, who had 
sold out on the government report and 
wanted to replace their lines. Southern 
bulls were also heavy buyers of new 
Crep positions. Not only were mills ac- 
tive buyers of futures during the day, 
but they were also reported as being 
in the market for spots, owing to @ 
much improved demand for goods. One 
house having mill connections here and 
abroad purchased upwards of 25,000 
bales of new crops today, while an- 
other firm, which frequently represents 
spot interests, has bought upwards of 
150,000 bales of new crops in the last 
month. Private reports concerning the 
situation in Texas were little short of 
sensational, as tamperatures wefse again 
around 100 to 108 maximum afd fully 
equal .to the highest temperatures of 
last year, while in Oklahoma they were 
said to have broken all government 
records: the reports claiming that the 
crop was deterionating found ready ac- 
céptance. 

Receipts of cotton at the ports today 
1,461 bales, against 2,277 last week and 
522 last year. For the week 18,000 
bales, against 20,780 last week and 
10,257 last year. Today's receipts at 
New Orleans, 290 bales, against 202 
last year and at Houston, 311 bales, 
against 1665 last year. 

Cotton spot closed quiet 15 pointa 
higher; middling uplands, 15.45; mid- 
dling gulf, 15.70; sales, 3,100 bales.

In cons ence of being in an over- 
sold condition, wheat was much more 
responsive to bullish than to bearish 
news. One of the factors in producing 
an upturn wags a report by the govern- 
ment of France stoe sing a crop in 
that country 11,000,000 bushels less 
than the amaliest yield in recent years. 
The Liverpool market was unexpected- 
ly firm, and so were prices at inni- 
peg. A well-known local crop expert 
estimated the harvest output iy Illli- 
nois to be much below the figures with 
which the state grain dealers surprised 
the trade yesterday. #urthermore, 
until the session neared an end ac- 
ceptances of bids for new wheat in 
the country were relatively scarce, 
Opinion gained ground, however, that 
the movement is good for two weeks 
yet. Cash wheat in the sample mar- 
ket today was somewhat firmer, prem- 
ijums rising a trifle. 
option ranged from 
cleaging firm at : 
$1.01%, a rise of %@i1 to 1%, eompared 
with twenty-four hours previous. 

Campaigners on the bull side rallied 
corn prices today after a decline, due 
to rains and temporary coolness. The 
weather was said to be rapidly warm- 
ing up 2 ain. September fluctuated 
between 61% and 62%c, with the close 
firm at 62%c, as against 62%c to 62%c 
last night. 

In oats the deferred months exhibit- 
ed a better tone than September, which 
was a little at a disadvantage on ac- 
count of expectation that receipts 
would increase here and elsewhere the 
coming week. High and low points for 
the September delivery were unusually 
near together, 36%c and 36%c, with 
the close precisely the same as yester- 
day, 36% @36%c.

Georgia Boys Made the Best 


Showing, Says Gener- 
al Mills. 


Just back from a month’s stay at 
Chickamauga Park, where he saw the 
militia from practically every south- 
ern state, General A. L. Mills, com- 
mander of the department of the gulf, 
yesterday paid the Georgia brigade, 
commanded by General Clifford L. An- 
derson, of this city, a most glowinx 
tribute.

EVER SENT TELEGRAM 


A. J. McGahee Adds Another 
— to Issue Raised 
y Mr. Howard. 


A. J. McGahee, of Lithonia, has writ- 
ten The Constitution another state- 
ment, denying that the telegram pur- 
ported to have been sent by Represen- 
tative L. F. Livingston, on January 8, 
1908, to “Jack McGee” was saver re- 
ceived by him. He trands Mr. How- 
ard’s statement about the affair as 
“absolutely false and untrue.” 

The issue which Mr. McGahee—he 
says he does not know any “Jack 
McGee”—seeks to dispose of, was 
raised by William Schley Howard, who 
is opposing Colonel Livingston for 
congress, in a speech delivered in 
Lithonia. Mr. Howard said Colonel 
Livingston had sent the following tel- 
egram from Washington on January 8, 
1908: ’ 
“Jack McGee, Lithonia, Ga.—Now, 
boys, if you lose the postoffice don’t 
blame me. Wages too high.” 

Mr. McGahee says no such message 
was sent to him, and he denied it 
twice publicly during Mr. Howard's 
Speech. In his letter he copies an affi- 
davit from Frank Cagle, agent of the 
Western Union Tebegraph office at 
Lithonia, denying that any such 
message was received; also a letter 
from J. M. Stepivens, a superintendent 
of the telegraph company, saying

ranged to keep the business abreast 
with modern progress, and the inter- 
est with which the public daily gath- 
ers in front of the exhibition room, 
in which uniformed girls combine the 
latest mechanical appliances with skill 
born of long experience, to transform 
hundreds of damp, 
washed collars into neatly starched, 
ready-to-wear linen, evidences the 
popularity with which the Capital City 
Laundry’s scheme is being received. 

The exhibition room itself is large, 
sanitary, handsomely appointed and 
fitted out in every detail in keeping 
with the most modern of laundries. 
The entire front end is separated from 
the sidewalk by plateglass, through 
which the complete process of launder- 
ing is revealed to any who care to 
witness the interesting process. Every 
detail, from the time the collars are 
received from the washing room and 
start on their journey through various 
machines. to be turned out as they 
are received from the laundry, is in 
full view, and to follow the trip of a 
collar around the room is like seeing 
a play. 


In Immense Vats. 


When the soiled collars are first 
brought to the laundry they go into 
immense vats in which they are thor- 
oughly cleaned, and on leaving these 
are placed into rotary machines in 
which the water is sucked out. Then, 
after being starched, they are suspend- 
ed on a long traveling conveyor chain, 
which loops about through a room 
heated to an intense degree by steam 
pipes which dry them, into the ironing 
room, were the public gets its 
glimpse. : 3 

The traveling chain enters the iron- 
ing room at the extreme rear, and the 
hanging collars are reflected in a mir- 
ror on the back wall, so that they may 
be plainly seen. 

The first preparation for ironing is 
to place the linen in dampening ma- 
chines, where it is sprinkled, and then 
transferred to a press for about two 
hours to give the water time to satu- 
rate the collars thoroughly and 
evenly. 

Then comes the huge Sharp’s Mon- 
arch troning machine, the largest. col- 
lar ironer in the south, on which the 
freshly starched collars are spread 
out, straightened and ironed flat by 
being passed between massive rollers. 

The stiff, flattened collar is then re- 
moved to the seam dampener, where 
the seam is carefully dampened just 
enough: to enable the collar to be fold- 
eq for wearing. Following this, the 
collar is run through over a steam jet 
and through a folder, which makes 
the collar, to all appearances, ready 
for wearing. However, the Capital City 
people, not content with this, carry it 
a step further, and the edges are fin- 
ished and carefully rounded out by 
hand. 

As complete and interesting a proc- 
ess of laundering has never been 
placed before the public in the south, 
and Manager Georswe H. Fauss has 
spared no pains to make the exhibi- 
tion room interesting to the public.
